Town, county, still working on plan for new fire hall

Town officials were expecting to 
hear back from their Mountain View 
County counterparts on the county’s 
newest idea for a new Didsbury fire 
hall on April 11. 

Town and county officials have been 
discussing a plan for a new fire hall for 
about the past eight months and have 
been talking generally about a new hall 
for more than three years. 

The town is awaiting the county’s 
latest response to a plan that would 
see one company design and build 
a new hall. Both parties agree, how¬ 
ever, that a new hall in Didsbury is 
overdue. 


“We’re doing due diligence ... to 
make sure that we come in with as 
reasonable a cost as we can,” said 
Didsbury councillor Garth Bollinger, 
chair of a joint fire hall committee 
with both town and county represen¬ 
tatives on it. “The building we’re in 
is not adequate. The building we have 
was never built (to function) as a fire 
hall, so we would like to get one as 
soon as possible, but we don’t see it 
happening this year by the way things 
are going. I hope we have it in the near 
future." 

Hollinger said the town will be need¬ 
ing new equipment in the future, but 
with the size restrictions of the current 
fire hall, there wouldn’t be any room 
to store it. 


“It puts a stop on everything. A new 
building is definitely required," he said. 

Bruce Beattie, reeve of Mountain 
View County and a member of the 
conunittee, said the county recognizes 
the need Didsbury has for a new fire 
hall and is trying to make sure the 
correct size of building Ls built as cost- 
effectively as possible. 

“The proposal is that we were going 
to split the cost with the (town) which 
is kind of a first for (the county). In 
the past we simply (rented) bay space 
in the other fire halls in the various 
towns. In this case, the intention was 
to perhaps jointly build a new fire hall," 
Beattie said. 

Both town and county councils 
would need to ratify the agreement 


before any cost-sharing on a new facil¬ 
ity would go ahead. 

Committee members have been trav¬ 
elling to various municipalities looking 
at newer fire halls and contemplating 
whether what fire conunittee members 
see at those facilities could be incorpo¬ 
rated in a new design for Didsbury. As 
part of that review process, conunittee 
members were to travel to Three Hills 
on April 14 to have a look at the fire 
hall there. 

“We want to have a look at a 
couple of fire halls that are of simi¬ 
lar size ... and make sure that the 
facility that we build is the right 
size that certainly accommodates 
the needs for the next 30 years, per¬ 
haps,” Beattie said.

Police completed three of six goals set out in the 
2013 Regional Aiuiual Performance Plan (APP), which 
is carried out between April 1 and March 31 each year. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of the Didsbury RCMP detach¬ 
ment, said officers faced some challenges in complet¬ 
ing proactive work and patrols, due to some previous 
staffing issues, but that didn’t stop them from working 
towards their goals. 

There were three priorities given to the RCMP - 
by Mountain View County, Cremona, Carstairs, and 
Didsbury municipal councils - namely community 
visibility, contribution to safe roads, and reduction in 
the abuse of drugs, said Jacobson. 

The progress on these goals was measured by count¬ 
ing the number of patrols, warnings and presentations. 

As part of the community visibility goal, police set 
out to perform 250 patrols to Cremona, although only 
180 were completed. They also set out to complete 300 
combined bar walks, foot patrols and school visits, 
and 279 were completed. 

For contribution to safe roads, one goal was to give 
out 400 speed-, intersection- or seatbelt-related warn¬ 
ings or tickets, and 310 were issued. The other safe 
roads goal was to perform 200 school zone patrols, 
with 203 being completed. 

Insofar as the reduction of drug abuse, police set out 
to perform 15 drug presentations in area schools, with 
26 being completed. There was also a goal of 30 drug- 
related charges or warnings, with 34 made or issued. 

Jacobson noted that these goals go above and 
beyond regular calls for response, and that his officers 
work towards them during their proactive time. 

“When we have extra time, this is what we put our 
efforts into,” said Jacobson. 

For this year's APP, after consultations with area 
municipal councils, he has set similar priorities, but 
with higher numbers. 

There is a goal of 250 patrols to Cremona and 500 
bar walks, foot patrols, school visits and school 
patrols. 

Police will also strive for 400 speed-, intersection-, 
or seatbelt-related warnings or tickets, and will also 
work towards a total of 10 checkstops, to be per¬ 
formed in concert with area peace officers. 

And concerning drugs, police will work towards 40 
warnings or charges, with a goal of six drug presenta¬ 
tions to area schools, with an offer being made to each 
of the schools in the jurisdiction.

It’s people who commit 
these offences against 
other people.” 

He said the man was 
in a position of trust at 
the church, and was also 
teaching children non¬ 
religious classes in the 
basement of the church. 

The complainants 
were “happy to hear 
that them coming for¬ 
ward has resulted in an 
investigation that’s given 
enough evidence where 
charges could be laid 
today," he said. 

“They were, and happy 
to see that they’ve 
received closure to that 
point, anyway, that Mr. 
Jones is going to answer 
to what he did to them, 
in court." 

He noted a lot of time 
has passed, and there 
have been resourc¬ 
es made available to 
the women who were 
involved. 

“1 know from meeting 
with them and talking 


with them...that they do 
have supports in place, 
and relatively speaking 
- without putting words 
in their mouths - they’re 
moving forward, which 
is nice to see.” 

Jones, who was arrest¬ 
ed at the Calgary Police 
Service Westwinds 
Campus, has been 
charged with indecent 
assault of a female, three 
counts of gross indecen¬ 
cy, four counts of sexual 
assault, two counts of 
sexual interference, and 
two counts of sexual 
exploitation. The charg¬ 
es have not been proven 
in court. 

Klinger encouraged 
anybody else who 
may know about other 
alleged crimes that 
involve the man to come 
forward, no matter when 
they occurred. 


noted. 

The other female was 
nine years old when the 
alleged abuse began in 
1986, and continued until 
she was 18, he added. 

In both cases, the 
females were parish¬ 
ioners at the Baptist 
church where the 
accused was a religious 
leader and teacher. 

The alleged assaults 
were said to have 
occurred in the church 
and at the accused’s then 
neighbouring home. 

Although Jones and 
the previously charged 
man were members of 
the same church, Klinger 
noted there is no indi¬ 
cation that they were 
working together in any 
way. 

“The important thing 
to realize is that this isn’t 
about an institution,” he 
added. 

“Places of worship, 
places of business, don’t 
commit these offences.

A 69-year-old Carstairs 
man and former Baptist 
church leader turned 
himself in to Calgary 
police to face charges 
related to alleged sexu¬ 
al assaults against two 
females dating as far 
back as the 1970s, say 
police. 

Det. Jeff Klinger spoke 
to press in Calgary on 
Thursday, April 10, stat¬ 
ing that Thomas Larry 
Jones was charged the 
previous day with a total 
of 12 counts related to 
the case. 

The case came to light 
following another case 
where a man turned 
himself in and admitted 
to assaulting three male 
victims while in a leader¬ 
ship role in a Calgary- 
based Baptist church, he 
said. 

A female came for¬ 
ward with claims against 
Jones in 1993, but 
Klinger said there was 
insufficient evidence to 
proceed with the case. 

After the case involv¬ 
ing alleged abuse against 
male victims came to 
light, he said more claims 
came in about Jones. 

As it happened 20 to 
30 years ago, it took 
a while for police to 
track down those who 
were involved, and who 
knew about the alleged 
assaults, he said. 

“Once we were satis¬ 
fied that we had spoken 
to enough people, we 
came to a point where 
Mr. Jones needed to be 
arrested and charged,” 
said Klinger. 

The investigation 
revealed the alleged 
sexual abuse against one 
of the females began in 
1979, when she was five 
years old, and contin¬ 
ued until she was 15, he

Victims’ rights 
must be 
guaranteed 
and protected

The proposed Canadian Victims Bill of Rights, 
introduced in Parliament this month, is an impor¬ 
tant and long-overdue step in striking a new and 
improved balance between the rights of accused 
persons and the rights of victims. 

Although violent crime has declined across 
Canada, including in Alberta, over the past decades, 
there are still far too many cases where victims 

- seem to take second place 

to the rights and privileges 
x of criminals. 

While accused persons 
<■» should and must have their 

rights guaranteed when 
it comes to receiving fair 
* treatment under the law, 

victims too must have their 
rights guaranteed pro 
tected. 

Key parts of this new legis¬ 
lation include the following: 

• The right to information 
about the status of the inves¬ 
tigation and the criminal 
proceeding, as well as information about reviews 
while the offender is subject to the corrections 
process and information about the decisions made 
at those reviews. 

• The right to have their security and privacy 
considered by the appropriate authorities in the 
criminal justice system. 

• The right to protection from intimidation and 
retaliation. 

• The right to convey their views about decisions 
to be made by authorities in the criminal justice 
system that affect the victim’s rights and to have 
those considered. 

• The right to have the courts consider mak¬ 
ing, in all cases, a restitution order against the 
offender. 

“The rights of criminals have received far more 
attention than the rights of their victims," said 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper. “Justice is not only 
for the accused, it is also for the victims. 

“Victims of crime deserve and should have a 
right to information, a right to protection, a right 
to participation, and where possible a right to res¬ 
titution." 

Thomas Mulcair, the leader of the official 
Opposition NDP, reportedly says he is reviewing 
this proposed new Canadian Victims Bill of Rights 
before committing himself to it. 

Hopefully Mulcair, and all other MPs for that 
matter, will come down onside with this legisla¬ 
tion and ensure it is passed into law without undue 
delay. 

In this case, the victims of crime and their fami¬ 
lies, including those in West Central Alberta, as 
well as the general public, will be expecting and 
insisting that parliamentarians put their differ¬ 
ences aside for the larger public good. 

Once passed this new Canadian Victims Bill of 
Rights should help redress the current unaccept¬ 
able situation where criminals come first and 
victims are all too often made to settle for second

Democracy threatened by federal 
government changes

But Bill C-23 takes direct aim at 
the CEO’s independence in a num¬ 
ber of ways: 

• Instead of holding office 
until age 65, in future the head 
of Elections Canada will serve a 
10-year term. The “presumptive 
permanence” the CEO currently 
enjoys enables him to both do his 
job without worrying about pos¬ 
sible political interference and 
to accumulate a lifetime of expe¬ 
rience - experience that emerg¬ 
ing democracies have tapped 
into. Security of tenure is akin to 
academic freedom which allows 
professors to speak their minds 
without fear of retribution. How 
much more important is the in¬ 
dependence of an individual who 
oversees the integrity of the entire 
electoral process? 

• Another provision trans¬ 
fers enforcement operations from 
Elections Canada and lodges it 
with the Justice Department via 
the Director of Public Prosecu¬ 
tions. The rationale for this clause 
relates to doubts about the im¬ 
partiality of the CEO - Minister of 
State (Democratic Reform) Pierre 
Poilievre has stated that “the ref¬ 
eree shouldn’t be wearing a team 
jersey”. This is a serious accusa¬ 
tion unsupported by evidence. Yet, 
the office of the Commissioner of 
Elections is being lodged in a gov¬ 
ernment department. 

Elections Canada has conducted 
research on a number of topics 
including electoral participation 
among seniors, youth, and First 
Nations voters. Its publications 
are useful to students, scholars 
and the media New provisions in 
the Fair Elections Act will restrict 
its communications role to inform¬ 
ing voters of the date, time and 


place of an election. No more valu¬ 
able research on electoral issues, 
no more monitoring of elections in 
emerging democracies or advising 
countries on election-related mat¬ 
ters as they chart a new, demo¬ 
cratic course. In future, studies 
conducted by Elections Canada 
will be at the behest of the govern¬ 
ment of the day. 

Legislation is routinely amended 
as and when required but this is far 
from a routine exercise. Follow¬ 
ing numerous irregularities during 
the 2011 election campaign, it is 
not surprising that the Act is being 
revised. However, the proposed 
changes go much, much further. 

As they will transform the way 
elections are carried out so it 
would seem reasonable to expect 
a fulsome debate on the topic. In 
fact, the significant reduction in the 
powers of the CEO alone merits 
debate. Yet the government is de¬ 
termined to rush through this vital 
piece of legislation depriving both 
the public and our elected repre¬ 
sentatives of an opportunity to sub¬ 
ject it to the scrutiny it deserves. 

Many critics have speculated as 
to the reason behind the govern¬ 
ment’s precipitate action. What¬ 
ever they may be, the fact that 
19 well-renowned scholars from 
prestigious universities (including 
Oxford, Harvard and the Austra¬ 
lian National University) “are con¬ 
cerned that Canada’s international 
reputation as one of the world’s 
guardians of democracy and 
human rights is threatened by pas¬ 
sage of the proposed Fair Elections 
Act" should concern all Canadians.

The Fair Elections Act, which 
the federal government is trying 
to fast track through Parliament, 
is so deeply flawed that minor tin¬ 
kering won’t fix it. 

I won’t go into the details of 
the many provisions of the Bill 
that have raised red flags among 
international scholars, as well as 
Canadian academics. Suffice it to 
quote from an open letter from 
those same international scholars 
printed a few weeks ago in the To¬ 
ronto Globe and Mail: 

We believe that this Act would 
prove [to] be deeply damaging for 
electoral integrity within Canada, 
as well as providing an example 
which, if emulated elsewhere, 
may potentially harm interna¬ 
tional standards of electoral rights 
around the world. 

My concern revolves primar¬ 
ily around clauses which whittle 
away the powers of the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officer (CEO). To understand 
why this isn’t an arcane or trivial 
topic, you have to understand the 
role the CEO plays in our political 
system. 

Free and fair elections are such 
a vital component of a democ¬ 
racy that we go to great lengths 
to shield the CEO from interfer¬ 
ence by the government of the 
day. The incumbent is an Officer 
of Parliament and reports to Par¬ 
liament rather than to cabinet . He 
(there has never been a female 
so far) holds that office until age 
65 and can only be removed by a 
joint resolution of both Houses of 
Parliament. Judges enjoy a similar 
security of tenure to ensure their 
impartiality and to protect them 
from government meddling.

RCMP praise Good Samaritans

who saved a toddler from 
potential danger. 

An elderly couple on 
Westhills Drive observed 
a toddler wandering 
through their yard on the 
morning of April 10 who 
didn’t appear to be under 
any adult supervision. 
Police later determined 
that the child had opened 
the door on his own resi¬ 
dence and began walking 
outside. 

“They recognized the 
safety concern for the 


child being in the street 
area and were quick to 
bring the young child 
inside and call police," 
said Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 
“Within minutes of that, 
the mother noticed the 
child missing and also 
called police and we were 
able to reunite the child 
with his mother in very 
short order. It was very 
positive to see that this 
elderly couple were will¬ 
ing to ensure the safety of 
this child. It’s great to see 
that people are willing to 
step in.” 

Jacobson estimated the 
child to be under the age 
of two years and said he 
wandered three houses 
down the block from his 


home. 

Jacobson said the 
detachment sees two or 
three similar cases each 
year in which toddlers 
wander away from adult 
supervision. Police rec¬ 
ommend that any parents 
with toddlers invest in 
childproof locks, because 
despite parents’ best 
efforts, children will wan¬ 
der. 

“Quite often it’s not any 
form of negligence (from 
parents), other than it’s 
just (parents) not think¬ 
ing that the child can 
have that ability to open a 
door. It’s pretty shocking 
for parents not knowing 
where their child is,” he 
said.

DHS band returns from festival 
with hardware 


Didsbury tied for fifth among 11 Alberta commu¬ 
nities in power savings during a recent Earth Hour 
competition. 

The competition was sponsored by FortisAlberta 
to draw attention to energy savings. Bruderheim, 
which won the competition, saved .91 kilowatts per 
person on March 29 between 8:30 and 9:30 p.m. over 
the same time period a week prior. Didsbury, which 
tied with Nanton for fifth place, saved . 13 kilowatts 
per person during the same time period. 

March 22 was used as a baseline to measure the 
amount of savings each community accumulated 
on March 29. 

Didsbury and Nanton saved enough energy dur¬ 
ing the hour to power 742 houses for one hour. 
Didsbury saved a total of 668 kilowatts during the 
hour over the same time period on March 22. 

“We started the challenge as another way to 
encourage energy efficiency and we kind of went 
along with Earth Hour because Earth Hour is a very 
well-known global event, so we figured if we tagged 
along with Earth Hour the awareness would be 
there. It was a new initiative to encourage people 
and communities to get involved and do something 
for Earth Hour," explained Jennifer Yip, energy effi¬ 
ciency program specialist with FortisAlberta. 

Stefanie Halfyard, facilities and events coordina¬ 
tor with the Town of Didsbury, said everyone in the 
community did a good job in conserving. This was 
the town’s first time participating in the challenge. 

“It was a collaborative effort between everybody. 
We came in (fifth) place so 1 think that speaks for 
itself. We can always just strive next year to beat 
(this) year,” she said. 

Yip said all the conununities did well during the 
challenge to save energy. 

“We put the challenge out there and we got the 
municipal offices to get involved and create the 
awareness of Earth Hour for their communities,” 
she added. “We saw a good decrease in energy use 
during Earth Hour.” 

As a result of winning the competition, Bruderheim 
will receive a $2,500 grant to be put toward energy 
efficient upgrades in the community.

Morag Runnett, a Grade 12 stu¬ 
dent who plays clarinet in the 
senior jazz band and went on the 
trip, said part of the success of 
the program is due to Wassmer’s 
instruction. 

“I think our program would be 
nothing without hint. We’re very 
lucky to have him at our school,” 


she said. 

Wassmer said part of the success 
of the DHS program goes to Heather 
Biggin and her band program at 
Westglen School, which acts as a 
feeder program for DHS. 

Runnett said the trip was a good 
way to finish off her high school 
band participation.

Didsbury Curling Club (DCC) officials are 
hopeful that changes contemplated for next sea¬ 
son will get more curlers out and boost member¬ 
ship in the club.
